WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Great 


Britain has virtually turned down 
the proposal recently mad* by the 
American government 
to 
extend 


the legal limit of searching ships at 
sea to 12 miles. 


Announcement to this effect was 


made at the state department to- 
day. 


The position of the British gov- 


ernment was outlined in a note re- 
ceived at the state department, and 
was in response to a communica- 
tion recently hande'd the British 
foreign office by Secretary of State 
Hughes in which he proposed the 
reciprocal right 
of seizure and 


search for twelve miles,, instead of 
the usual three miles. 


Submit It/ to Board. 


The refusal of the British to ac- 


cede to the American request was 
softened by a promise to submit 
the proposition to the imperial 
conference to be held in London in 
October, which will be attended by 
the premiers of all British colo- 
nies. 


In view of the attitude of Lon- 


don, this submission of the proposal 
to the imperial conference is look- 
ed upon-in Washington as holding 
forth little hope that there will be 
any change In the present thrne 
mile limit. 


The British government's reply 
stated frankly that the proposal to 
run the international 
line 
nine 


miles further to sea "Is unsatisfac- 
tory" to his majesty's government, 
and the tenor of the whole com- 
munication was decidedly unfavor- 
able. 


Th« text of the British note was 
not made publl«_, 


It was said to the state depart- 
ment, however, that despite the un- 
favorable tenor of the British com- 
munication, the American govern- 
ment does not yet regard the case 
as closed, and the inference was 
drawn that 
further communica- 


tions on the subject will pass be- 
tween the state department here 
and the foreign office in London. 
Hits Law Enforcement. 


Secretary of State Hughes was 


actuated in proposing the twelve- 
mile limit because of the great 
running business that 
has 
been 


built up since the advent of Ameri- 
can prohibition. Dozens of British 
ships are now in the liquor carry- 
ing trade, bringing their cargoes to 
within three miles of the American 
shore line and discharging their 
cargoes to American boats which 
run the three mile gauntlet. 


With the extension of the legal 


limit to twelve miles, 
it was 


thought that coast guard vessels 
and patrols would be better able to 
pick off the shore-to-ship carriers, 
and greatly diminish, If not end, 
the steady stream of liquor that is' 
pouring into the United States at 
numerous places along the Atlantic 
coast.

Letting Down the Bars Re- 


sults in Large Employ- 
ment of Young People 


. .WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Since 
-the United State* ^flaprenre'Court 
let down the bars on child labor, the 
employment of children In the in- 
dustrial east has increased by leaps 
and bounds, it was announced today 
by the children's bureau of the de- 
partment of labor. 


A survey of conditions In thirty 


cities, scattered all over the coun- 
try, shows an increase of 36.8 per 
cent in the number of children 
working during the first six months 
of 1923, as compared with the rec- 
ord for the last six months of 1922. 


Conditions such as revealed in 


the survey will spur opponents of 
child labor to renewed efforts In the 
new congress to enact legislation 
that will stand the test of constitu- 
tionality and decrease the number 
of working children. 


Of the 30 cities surveyed, all ex- 


cept Washington and Minneapolis 
reported In creases m the numbers 
of 14 and 15-year-old children tak- 
ing out permits to go to work. 


The largest increase was in 


Waterbury, Conn, where almost 
eight times as many children ob- 
tained employment certificates dur- 
ing the first half of 1923 as during 
the same period of 1922.

and individuals will not be finished as long as there are 
those whose mind and conscience are opposed to pro- 
Jiibition. The majority in a democracy have not really 
won in the largest sense when they have simply gotten 
the votes to put a thing over on the minority. If it is 
light, they should continue in their educational methods 
until the minority sees the reason for their action. For 
•problems after all are individualistic in their nature.

Raw materials of which portland 


cement is made come out of the 
ground usually as solid rock. 


They must first be crushed, 


ground and reground until at least 
85 per cent of the resulting powder 
will shake through a sieve that will 
actually hold water. 


This sieve is considerably finer 


than the finest silk fabric. It has 
200 hair-like bronze wires to the 
inch. That means 40,000 holes to 
the square inch. 


But the several crushings and 


grindings necessary to reduce solid 
rock to this extreme fineness are 
only the beginning of cement 
making. 


The powdered materials must then be sub- 


jected to intense heat for several hours in 
huge rotary kilns. Here they are hall melted 
and become a substance much harder than 
the original rock—clinker, it is called. 


Then the clinker must be crushed and 


ground until at least 78 per cent of the result- 
ing product will pass through the sieve woven 
finer than silk. This is portland cement. 


More than 80 power and fuel consuming 


operations are necessary in cement making. 
The electric power alone used in producing 
a barrel of portland cement would, if pur- 
chased at usual household rates, cost $1.7<X 


Few manufactured products go through 


•o involved or complicated a process as port- 
land cement. And it sells for less per pound 
than any comparable manufactured product.
